Not only Ltmdreds of admirable .Syri- 


an churches, but St. Sophia itself, had 
been completed before the early Chris- 
tian basilica at Perigueux -was begnn. 
When -we think what this must have 
been, with its wooden ceiling and scant, 
barbaric attempts at ornament, and 
what St. Sophia is, with the most beau- 
tiful dome that has ever yet been con- 
structed and a richness of finely devised 
and perfectly wrought adornment that 
has never yet been equaled, can we mar- 
vel that any kind or degree of contact 
with Byzantine art deeply impressed 
western eyes and often guided western 
hands? Can we wonder that tho churches 
of Constantinople were copied ac Haven- 
na, or that Charlemagne copied Ravenna 
at Aix-la-Cbmpelle and sedulously en- 
couraged the immigration of Byzantine 
artists? Or is it surprising that, in the 
tenth century, tho Venetians, pcipetual- 
ly in commercial contact with every 
eastern port, imitated a Constantiuopoli- 
tan church amid their own lagoons? Be- 
tween the sixth and the eleventh centuries 
western art—Romanesque rjt—was not 
even snre what it wanted to try to do, 
while in the sixth century eastern art— 
Byzantine art—had already conceived 
and perfected some of the most marvel- 
ous monuments of huniau intelligence 
and taste.—M. G. Van Eensselaei in 
Century.

Hon. Francis G. Newlands delivered 


a speech on tne Bankraptcy bill in the 
Home of Bepresentatives, which is 
published in full in the Congressional 
Ktcord of Saturday, May 23d. The 
gentleman discusses bankruptcy. Its 
causes and remedy, and also the causes 
which led to the organization and 
growth of the Silver party. 


The Bankruptcy bill is said by the 


business men of many western cities, 
who protested against its passage, to 
be in favoa of the creditor and against 
the debtor. Mr, Newlands takes that 
view of the matter and says the legis- 
lation of the last twenty years has 
been in favor of increasing the value of 
that which the debtor has to pay and 
of diminishing the value of that which 
he sells for the purpose of payment 
It is now time there should be some 
legislation directed to the relief of the 
debtoi'B of the country and of them 
alone. He asked how it is tbat so much 
time is devoted to the relief of those 
who are compelled to surrender every- 
thing, and so little consideration to the 
causes which have led the country into 
bankruptcy. "How is it," asktd Mr. 
Newlands, " that industrial and finan- 
cial measures have had so little time 
for consideration, while this measure 
merely palliative in its character, 
merely intended for the relief of the 
unfortunate after all is gone, is to have 
four or five days devoted to its dis- 
cussion a|p consideration? " 


Mr. Newlands called attention to the 


fact that the distress is mainly in the 
South and West. About one-third of 
the railroads in the country, roads 
whose conditions sympathize with 
those of their patrons, are in the hands 
of receivers. The area of distress is 
not in the New England Middle States 
the seat of the protected industries of 
the country, but in the wheat-growing, 
cotton-growing and mining Stales. 
The cause of this distress is found in 
the destruction of the minins mdns 
try in the far west, as the prices of 
wheat and cotton decline with the 
price of the ounce of silver. This is 
due to competition with silver stand- 
ard countries, a competition from 
which the favored regions of this coun- 
try, the New England and Middle 
States, have thus far been protected by 
a tariff wall of from 50 to 60 per cent. 


When domestic products are 
ex< 


ported the price of the exportable sur 
plus fixes the price of the whole. The 
price of wheat and cotton in the Liver- 
pool market is the price here, differ- 
ences in transportation being adjusted 
In the silver standard countries the 
ounce of silver will buy as much o: 
human labor or of the products oi 
human labor as it ever would. As the 
ounce of silver-buys as much wheat or 
cotton in those silver standard conn 
tries as it eier would the price of the 
ounce of silver in terms of gold fixes 
the gold price of our wheat and cotton, 
hence the prices of our wheat and cofc 
ton have steadily declined as the gold 
price of the ounce of silver has de- 
clined. 


Mr. Newlands asked the gentlemen 


of the Eastern States if they were pre- 
pared to invite the competition of 
these silver standard countries with 
their manufacturing industries ? Thus 
far the generosity of the country has 
given the East a tariff law which pro- 
tected it against the cheap laber of 
Europe, but he reminded the East that 
it is about to contend with Oriental 
labor, always exceptionally low, and 
now made doubly low by the decline in 
the [gold price of silver, and asked il 
the East did not think it was also in 
terested in raising the price of silver so 
as to increase the labor cost of silver 
Standard countries whose manufac- 
tured products are now threatening to 
invade the country and displace their 
own ? He charged that the financial 
policy which refuses to use silver or 
give it the value in relation to gold 
which it onght to have, is building up 
for the" political 'n^nstries of the 
Eastern States a competitor whose pro 
ducts will slip in over any tariff wai: 
which may be erected. 


Mr. Newlands assigned as a cause 


and the principal cause, of the indus- 
trial depression the closing of the 
mints to silver. 
He said when Mr. 


Cleveland was first elected President 
he voted for him. 
He stood upon 


platform which recognized silver as 
standard money, but when Mr. Cleve- 
land was renominated on a platform 
which 
was 
silent on the 
silvei 


question, he (Newlands) cast his vote 
for Mr. Harrison, who proved to be as 
hostile to silver as Mr. Cleveland 
Four years ago when Mr. Harrison and 
Mr. Cleveland were both candidates on 
platforms opposed to the tariff ques- 
tion, but almost identical on the 
money question, a mining Congress 
over which he had the honor to preside 
met in Montana. Six States and three 
Territories were represented by lead- 
ing Republicans and Democrats, and 
by a vote of 264 to 27 it was declared 
to be the duty of every man who be- 
lieved in the use of silver as money to 
repudiate the candidates of the old 
parties and unite in support of inde- 
pendent candidatee for the electoral 
college, the hope being that the inde- 
pendent electors of the mining States, 
united with the Populists of the agri- 
cultural States, would hold the balance 
of power and force concessions or 
throw the election into the House of 
- 
Representatives. 
Every mining State 


declared against the Republican party. 


Mr. Newlands tells how the inde- 


pendent action of the mining States 
resulted in the organization of the 
National Silver party and called atten- 
tion to the address of the chairman, 
and the apportionment of delegates 
who are to meet in St. Louis in Nat- 
ional Convention on the 23d ef July.

A GOI.DB0G TROUGH IGNORANCE 


In the Republican State Convention 


at Everett, Washington, Joseph Wor- 
mald, Chairman of the Lincoln county 
delegation, voted for the single gold 
standard. His constituents said he die 
not represent their sentiments on the 
money question, and in defense of his 
action Mr. Wcrmald publishes a letter 
in the Spokesman-Revieio. In that letter 
he says: 


In the year 1876, while in Carlm 


Nev.,I went to get shaved and tendered 
the barber one of the same kind of dol 
lara that we are using to-day. I got 5( 
cents change, and inquiring the pnci 
of a shave, was informed that 25 cout 
was the price, and 25 cents was charged 
as discount on the silver. 


In the slang of the day, Mr. Wormald 


must bo "talking through his hat. 
There was no standard dollars in oir 
culation in 1876. The act authorizin 
their coinage was not passed unts 
1878. 
Iheie was, however, a trade do 


lai in cii culation which under the de 
monetization act of 1873 was ;i le 
tender to the amount of $5. By a sub 
sequent act the trade dollar was demon 
etized so that it was not a legal tende 
for any amount. After the passage o 
tnat act trade dollars were at a dis 
count, not because they were silver, no 
because the people did not want them 
but simply and solely because an in 
famous Congress under the directio: 
of Senator Sherman deprived them c 
their legal tender power. 


The act of 1873 prohibiting the coin 


age of silver on private account, that i 
closing the mints to silver and litnitm 
its legal tender power to $5, and sub 
sequent legislation completely depriv 
ing the trade dollar of all the function 
of money was used to advantage by cor 
porations east and west, as they pai 
their employes in United States coins 
which were not a legal tender anc 
which sold in New York and San Fran 
cisco at the market price of the bullion 
which they contained. 


But Mr. Wormald did not pay for a 


shave 
in 
Carlin 
in 1876 with 


one of the same kind of dollars wo are 
using to-day, because no such dollars 
were then in circulation or coined. He 
evidently mistakes the trade dollar, 
which was demonetized and refused at 
the post offices, for the standard dollar, 
which was ordered coined in 1878, and 
if his trade dollar was, as he says, dis- 
counted, it was because an act of Con- 
gress made it as worthless as its weight 
in bullion nine-tenths fine by depriv- 
ing it of its legal tender functions. Mr. 
Wormald ought to know that a five- 
cent piece, which contains leas than 
one cent's worth of nickel and copper, 
is a legal tender at its nominal value 
because the law makes it so, wheieas 
516 gr<uns of standard gold, the amount 
in a twenty-dollar piece, is not a legal 
tender for five cents unless it is coined. 
Demonetize gold and no one knows 
whether it would be worth $10 or even 
$5 an ounce. The trade dollar, were it 
a legal tender, would be worth as much 
as a gold dollar, while as it is it has no 
value, except as bullion, and that was 
the reason it was discounted by Mr. 
Wormald's barber.
